. They appear in innumerable non 
and instead of scattering, alight in a — 
upon some devoted locality, which they attack 
and destroy with the systematic movement of 
anarmy. They will thus eat up a crop of 
corn or cotton in a very short time. In Utah 
this plague visited the growing cereale with 
utter destruction as often as three times in one 
season, so that the afflicted Mormons were re- 
duced to extremities for food. They seem now 
to have attacked our frontier States, and to 
be moving gradually into the body of the 
Republic.

Why 
it was not published, nobody but himself 


seemed to know. A couple of years befer 


his decease, he asked me if I thought any 
publisher would take the whole impression 
off his hands, and dispose of it on his ac- 
count.

A week after, a Ger- 
mad caravan arrived, consisting of thirteen 
laymen and eight priests.

and all discouragement and opposition to 
the profession and propagation of Chris- 
tianity in the East. And your memorialists, 
therefore, humbly bat earnestly memorial-

the resolutions 80 „and the removal 
of the evils complained of, as no less incon;

After Mr. Buchanan had said a few

defeating the object. Mr. A. Kinnaird 
explained that the memorialists bad not the 
slightest wish that Government should 
forcibly suppress idolatry and caste—they 
only prayed that Government should not 
encourage them.
